Japs Threaten U. S. Britain 


TOKYO, Japan—(/!')—Foreign Min- 


ister Ariln was quoted Wednesday us 
declaring Japan would prepare "re- 
talialory measures against the main- 
lands and dependencies of the United 
States and Britain" if they seriously 
exerted joint economic pressure upon 
her. 


The minister was quoted as believ- 


ing that lariffs, blacklists and other as- 
sistance to China at present were mere 
political gestures. 


"Japan's intenlion of attaining its 


objective in the holy war is firm 
enough .Jo break iron, -and; it. will .re- 
ject whatever obstacles third parlies 
might plnce in its way," Arita was 
quoted. 


"Britun and the United States are 


'believed to be aware that should they 
resort to serious economic pressure 
against Japan, Japan would resort to 
retaliatory measures against the main- 
lands and dependencies of Ihc United 
Slates and Britain. 


"If they suppose lhal in lhal case 


retaliatory measures would be taken 
against rights and interests in China 
which Ihey so zealously are defending, 
Ihcy will have lo be extremely cau- 
tious." 


The Philippines und Gaum are insu- 


lar possessions of the United Slates 
and Britain's Hongkong and Singapore 
iire on the Asiatic mainland. All arc 
easily reachable. 


Sentiment against the United States 


and England has been gathering in 
Japan for some time. 


Impatience is expressed over British 


and American diplomatic representa- 
tions in Tokio. London and Washing- 
ton have demanded the "open door" 
policy of equal trade opportunily in 
China be maintained, while Japan 
has declared that "ideas and princi- 
ples of the past no longer apply" in 
China. 


A loan of 525,000,000 recemiy grant- 


ed China by the United Stales Export- 
Import bank aroused indignation in 
government circles here. Arita said the 
loan "would be a very dangerous po- 
litical gesture" and that it "neces- 
sarily will lead to prolongation of the 
(Chinese-Japanese) conflict" 


Japanese strategists expressed doubt 


that in case of' war the British and 
American fleets could act jointly. 
They say distances are too great, par- 
ticularly for Ihe British fleet.

And now 
the President plans, not'to ruin, but 
tq bless whnt most people call gov- 
ernment spending, by calling it "gov- 
ernment investment." 


The idea behind this is lo kill oft 


Ihc deficit. Conservatives clamor for 
the President to balance the budget. 
Apparently he cannot balance the 
budget by spending less or taxing 
more.' So he plans to balance it by 
colling spending by another name. He 
proposes to wipe out the deficit or at 
least much of it by a word. 


A Mutter of Bookkeeping 


He followed this idea up in his 


budget address by urging a new meth- 
od of keeping the nation's books—by 
segregating expenditures for current 
purposes from capital outlay, referred 
to as invcslmenls. 


Now, ns a matter of fncl, it is pos- 


sible for n government ns well as a pri- 
vate individual to make an invest- 
ment. And when it docs Ihere is no 
reason why such nn investment should 
not appear on the government's books 
just as it would on a private con- 
cern's books. If the government builds 
a utility and operates it for revenue, 
that is nn investment. 


It is not in the same class with ex- 


pendiludes where Ihere is no prospect 
of relurn. A man who buys a pair of 
shoes lo wear is spending money. And 
men who buy n machine lo make shoes 
which he will sell and Ihus recover 
Ihc cost of the machine, is invc.-iting 
money. That is Iruo of Ihe govern- 
ment ns well HS individuals. 


A Deficit By Any Other Name 


The trouble comes when we get 


nround to putting this investment 
label on various expenditures. And 
what the President is gelling uround 
to is the much advertised plan to lump 
together expenditures designed to im- 
prove (he condition of the country, 
such us roads, soil conservation, de- 
fense, as investments when they are 
not. 
A public school is of course an 


"invcstmenl in social values" but il is 
nol an investment in the sense in 
which that word is used in public 
finance. 


The chief task of the Congress now 


must be to see that the nation's books 
are not tampered with to abolish a 
deficit by giving il a nice name. The 
greatest mistake any business man 
can make it lo fool himself with his 
books. Our method of keeping the 
books of the national government is 
pretty bad as it is. It ought to be 
reformed.

He was acting as sales agent tot 


trying to, sell an' old Chilean friend, 
used to American ways and "sold" on 
American machinery. The Chilean had 
decided to buy it, though the German 
bid was 35 per cent under the Ameri- 
can, plus certain service concessions. 
He went to his bank. 


The bank was sorry, but they hadn't 


and couldn't gel enough American dol- 
lars lo swing the deal. The vaults 
were stuffed with German "Aski 
marks," however. That exchange was 
easy lo get. The Germans got the 
order. 


That silualion, in greater or less 


degree, tinges every effort to improve 
U. S. Iradc south. They want Amer- 
ican goods, even at a higher price. 
But the dollars it lakes lo buy them 
just aren't Ihere. 


Why?. Because loo few American 


dollars have been sent south to buy 
goods -for the United States. 


Bald figures tell the slory. In Ihe 


fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, Ihc 
United States bought from 20 Lalin- 
American counlries only ?508,294,000 
worth of goods-, u decline of more than 
5120,000,000 from the previous year. 
At Ihe same lime il sold to Latin- 
America $566,745,000 worth of goods, 
an increase of about $100,000000 


If U. S. Would Sell, U Must Buy 
That can't keep up. 
Unless the 


United Stales is prepared to buy more 
from Soulh America, it can not sell 
more to Soulh America. The dollars 
just won't be down there wilh which 
to buy American goods. 


Germany, which must of dire neces- 


sity import South American raw ma- 
terials like copper, collon, wheat, 
meat, and coffee, is prepared lo buy. 
True, having no money, she musl buy 
with "Aski marks." These are no 
guud in international trade, but only 
in buying goods from Germany. 


But Soulh America buys, and Ihe 


South American would rather have 
"Aski marks" than no sale at all. 
Once he has them, he is practically 
compelled to buy German goods, 


Uruguay has said frankly thai she 


musl deal wilh those who deal with 
her. Argentine reluclance to endanger 
her relations with Europe bases on 
Ihe facl that Europe buys her meat, 
wheat and cotton, while the United 
Slates imposes a ban on all Argentine 
meal because of hoof-and-moulh dis- 
ease in some parts of the country. 


There's a Silver Lining 


Bui Ihe picture is no\ as black as 


some have painted it. The United 
Slates still holds strong cards in the 
Latin-American 
commercial 
game. 


If she plays them well, there is little 
lo fear in Ihe long run."

more by the rubbing than by the pre- 
paration that: is used. 


There seems to be no doubt that 
erlain- medical) preparations can be 
bsorbecl hrough the skin but lubri- 
ants of. various types and/certain skin 
rratnnts are less significant than the 
ind of rubbing used in connection 


with tliem. 


Scientific masseurs recognize three 


imain types of : massage— stroking move- 
.ments, skqueezing movements, and 
jpercussion movements. The stroking 
jinovtwents are divided into two.var- 
iieties those which, are superficial and 
;those- which are deep. 


; The purpose of: the superficial strok- 
ing movements is usually sedative. 
Therefore, it- makes little difference 
whether the rubbing is away from or 
toward the center of the body. Such 
superficial stroking stimulates the skin 
and. to that extent may set up also 
a response on, the body as a whole. 


Incidentally, the restful effect, of. .such 


stroking is immediately, apparent so 
'that- sometimes one of its chief values 
is in- overcoming resistance to sleep. 


Finally, the. masseur must also be 


somewhat of a" psychologist and when 
iie discovers certain 'movements which, 
aecause of their direction and nature 
seem pleasing to the patient, these 
movements may. be repeated, where- 
as other movements are not repeated. 


In superficial stroking of the dep 


variety, it is customary to begin with 
short stroking' movements and gra- 
dually to increase the length, of the 
surf ace, stroked as the treatment goes 
on.

Inventory of the family possession 


is a good way to start the New Year 


Toward tho end of' the year every 


well-run business takes inventory o 
stock on hand and arrives at an esti- 
nalo of new worth. The farm business 
s like any other in its need for such 
definite information. 
In taking it 


inventory, the farm home must o 
course be counted, since the family 
assets include the house, its furnish- 
ngs, equipment, the clothing, and per- 
sonal possessions. 


In addition to the value of the farm- 


home inventory as an item of ne 
worth, Mrs. Ida A. Fenton, home?man- 
agement specialist, of the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture 
suggests a number of other uses for it 
Tho total value of furnishings serves 
as a basis on whig hto insure house- 
hold goods and also on which to 
make adjustments if there should be 
a loss from fire or flood. It also shows 
what future needs may arise as things 
wear put and what amounts shoulc 
be set aside to replace them. It shows 
very plainly, too, whether there has 
been family progress. If the family 
possessions have been increased dur- 
ing the year, for instance, by a piece 
of new kitchen equipment, some new 
chairs, or other 
furnishings, 
theii 


present value becomes a part of the 
new worth. The inventory, Mrs. Fen- 
ton says, should include not only per- 
manent 
furnishings and equipment 


but accessories in each room, silver 
clothing, recreational articles, house 
hold linens, china, and small equip 
ment.

. The correct procedure to follow in 
adjusting a bearing, is to lighten it un- 
til it is slightly loo tight, that is, un- 
til the machine runs slightly hardcrj 
ilhan it should, then loosen it just 
enough so that tho machine turns as 
freely as it did before the tightening, 
began. A machine with properly ad^ 
justed bearings runs very freely With 
little noise.
